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Remodeling to start in fall at 
future facilities says BAHC 


The Bethel Area Health Center expects 
to begin remodeling the former A&P 
building on Railroad Street this fall, of- 
ficials said this week. 

Expansion plans for the Health Center 
will include much needed new services, 
There will be an X-ray and casting room, 
which will be equipped to deal with sim- 
ple fractures, Laboratory services will 
be expanded to deal with more com- 
plicated laboratory procedures than 
previously. Rental space will be 
available to physicians who deal in 
specialty care, thus saving patients from 
having to trayel 24-50 miles in order to 
see a specialist. 

In the six years that the Center has 
been in operation, its federal support has 
declined by 24 percent from representing 
more than half of its total income to a 
present level of less than one third. It is 
the ultimate goal of the Council to sup- 
port the Center’s medical services 
without dependence on federal sources. 
The building program will provide more 
services to more people allowing the 
Center to support its medical services 
locally,

A2 percent discount will be allowed on 
all taxes paid within 30 days, with interst 
at 1 percent per month, or part thereof, 
charged on all taxes not paid before Oct. 
1. Interest will start on that date. 

It was decided that the tax collector 
would not act as an agent for the state 
for re-registering motor vehicles. 

A treasurer’s warrant was made to 
pay the school payment and other cur- 
rent bills. 

Monday, Selectman Steve Wight and 
Les Otten, president of Sunday River 
Skiway Corp., went to Augusta to meet 
with officials of the Department of 
Transportation concerning the town’s re- 
quest that the state take over the heavi- 
ly travelled skiway access road. Depart- 
ment officials are expected to visit 
Newry in a couple of weeks to examine 
the situation.

Greenwood facing 
$2,000 increase in 
insurance premiums 


The Town of Greenwood is facing in- 
creased insurance costs on town 
buildings and town vehicles. The town’s 
insurance agent, Eugene Davis,. of 
Western Maine Associates, in Rumford, 
informed the Board of Selectmen Tues- 
day night that fhe premiums on the 
town’s buildings would be going up 
$1,000, to $3,225, and the premiums on the 
town’s 10 vehicles would be going up 
$1,100, to $4,857, 

In an effort to trim the increases, the 
selectmen decided to raise the deducti- 
ble on the collision coverage for the 
vehicles, from the current $250 to $1,000.

Madison on religious liberty 


[Early this month, the U.S. Supreme Court decided that a "moment 
of silent meditation,” when intended to encourage or further prayer in 
public schools, was a violation of the First Amendment, as applied to 
the states through the Fourteenth Amendment. When the First Amena- 
ment was written, an “establishment” of religion meant a state- 
supported Church: Congress was prohibited either from establishing 
a national church or from interfering with state establishments where 
they existed. (Massachusetts was the last state to drop its established 
religion in 1833.) But what is the meaning of religious freedom today? 

The following remarks are taken from James Madison's “Memorial 
and Remonstrance Against Religious Assessments,” which first cir- 
culated in Virginia in June of 1785. The Virginia Legislature had pro- 
posed a tax to support “teachers of the Christian religion,” and Madison 
and others argued that the tax violated the principle of religious freedom. 
The “Memorial and Remonstrance” presents a convincing case for the 
principle of religious freedom. It certainly persuaded the Virginia 
legislature, which responded by passing the Virginia Statute of Religious 
Freedom in 1786.] 


We hold it for a fundamental and undeniable truth, “that Religion 
or the duty which we owe to our Creator and the Manner of discharg- 
ing it, can be directed only by reason and conviction, not by force or 
violence” (Article 16 of the Virginia Declaration of Rights). The 
Religion then of every man must be left to the conviction and con- 
science of every man. Itis the right of every man to exercise it as these 
may dictate. This right is in its nature an unalienable right. It is 
unalienable because of the opinions of men, depending only on the 
evidence contemplated by their own minds, cannot follow the dictates 
of other men. It is unalienable also, because what is here a right 
towards men, is a duty towards the Creator. 

It is the duty of every man to render to the Creator such homage, 
and such only, as he believes to be acceptable to him. This duty is prece- 
dent both in order and time and degree of obligation, to the claims of 
civil society. 

Before any man can be contemplated as a member of civil society, 

-he must be considered as a subject of the Governor of the Universe. 
And if a member of civil society, who enters into any subordinate 
Association must always do it with a reservation of this duty to the 
general authority; much more must every man who becomes a 
member of any particular civil society do it with a saving of his 
allegiance to the Universal Sovereign. 

We maintain therefore that in matters of Religion, no man’s right 
is abridged by the institution of a civil society, and that Religion is whol- 
ly exempt from its cognizance. True it is, that no other rule exists, by 
which any question may divide a society, can be ultimately determin- 
ed, but the will of the majority. But it is also true, that the majority 
may trespass on the rights of the minority. 

If religion be exempt from the authority of the society at large, still 
less can it be subject to that of the legislative body. 

The preservation of a free government requires not merely that the 
metes and bounds which separate each department of power may be 
invariably maintained; but more especially, that neither of them be 
suffered to overleap the great Barrier which defends the.rights of the 
people. 

Who does not see that the same authority which can establish Chris- 
tianity, in seclusion of all other Religions, may establish with the same 
ease any particular sect of Christians, in exclusion of all other Sects? 
That same authority which can force a citizen to contribute three pence 
only of his property for the support of any one establishment, may force 
him to conform to any other establishment in all cases whatsoever? 


Whilst we assert for ourselves a freedom to embrace, to profess and 
to observe the Religion, which we believe to be of divine origin, we 
cannot deny an equal freedom to those whose minds have not yet yield- 
ed to the evidence which has convinced us. If this freedom be abused, 
it is an offense against God, not against man. To God, therefore, not 
to men, must an account of it be rendered. 

Experience witnesseth that ecclesiastical establishments, instead 
of maintaining the purity and efficacy of Religion, have had a contrary 
operation. 

Rulers who wished to subvert the public liberty, may have found an 
established clergy convenient auxiliaries, A just government, instituted 
to secure and perpetuate it, needs them not. Such a government will 
be best supported by protecting every citizen in the enjoyment of his 
Religion with the same equal hand which protects his person and his 
property; by neither invading the equal rights of any Sect, nor suffer- 
ing any Sect to invade those of another. 

The policy of the bill is adverse to the diffusion of the light of Chris- 
tianity. The first wish of those who enjoy this precious gift, ought to 
be that it may be imparted to the whole race of mankind. Instead of 

levelling as far as possible to the victorious progress of truth, the bill 
with an ignoble and unchristian and timidity would circumscribe it with 
a wall of deferice, against the encroachments of error. 


Finally, “the equal right of every citizen to the free exercise of his 
Religion according to the dictates of conscierice” is held by the same 
tenure as all our other rights. We the subscribers say, that the General 
Assembly of this Commioriwealth have no such authority. And that no 
effort may be omitted on our part against so dangerous an usurpation, 
we oppose to it, this rernonstrance; earnestly praying, as we are in 
duty bound, that the Supremé Lawgiver of the Universe, by il- 
luminating those to whom it is addressed, may on the other harid, turn 
the councils from every act which would affront his holy prerogative, 
or violate the trust committed to them; and on the other, guide them 
into every measure which may be worthy of his blessing, may redound 
to their own praise, and may. establish more firmly the liberties, the 
prosperity, and the Happiriess of the Commonwealth.

GOULD SUMMER SCHOOL 
OPENED JUNE 24 

On Monday, June 24, Gould Academy 
opened its fourth summer session with 34 
students representing eight different 
states and five foreign countries. Under 
the direction of Dr. Harry “Dutch” 
Dresser, Gould’s assistant headmaster, 
and 10 faculty members the students will 
be challenged for the next six weeks. 
Designed as an enrichment experience, 
most students see the summer school as 
an opportunity to advance. That is to take 
a course now that will allow them to take 
an advanced course in the fall. Thus a 
student could take a year’s course of 
algebra II in six weeks that will enable 
them to start calculus in the fall. 

Dr. Dresser stated that this summer’s 
school differs from those in the past in 
two ways. First the numbers are smaller 
and second there are fewer Maine 
students in attendance. One of the 
reasons for fewer Maine students is the 
fact that there are many low cost or free 
programs for gifted students already be- 
ing offered. Bowdoin College, the Univer- 
sity of Maine, the Bryant Pond Conser- 
vation Camp, and the Deer Isle Art 
School are only some of these programs 
available for high achieving students. 

This year's students come from Maine, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, New 
York, Florida and California, and from 
Spain, Japan, Venezuela, France and the 
Canary Islands, They have enrolled in 13 
different courses including two “total im- 
mersion” courses, Chemistry and 
English as a Foreign Language (ESL) or 
in a major and minor course, The major 
courses include Exposition and Analysis 
tEnglish); Writing; Humanities, Pascal 
(Computers); Algebra II; Studio Art; 
and Geometry and they meet for two 
hours per day. Minor courses meet one 
hour per hour and include Basie Pro- 
gramming, Black and White Photog- 
raphy and an English course “Which way 
are we going.” Average enrollment ina 
class is two to four students and the pace 
of learning, is needless to say, very rapid. 
This is in no way a remedial summer 
school for those who failed a course and 
to repeat so they won't fall behind. 

In addition to three hours of class each 
day, there are three hours of supervised 
study arid extra help. A two hour and 15 
minute activity period which includes 
swimming trips, climbing a mountain 
once a week, softball, volleyball, and 
other games round out a very full day. 
Classes meet. six times a week with 
weekend trips also planned. 

Anyone coming on the Gould campus 
for the next weeks certainly will find that 
academics continue to be stressed along 
with a lot of fun.

Fund, a committee of the American 
Legion and the Bethel Health Council, 


The two organizations merged in 
August 1956 as the Bethel Health and Ser- 
vice Council, The by-laws of the new 
organization indicated a shift in objec- 
tives from being purely an emergency 
fund to the broader goal of assisting 
“whenever necessary, any type of health, 
service and safety program in the 
township of Bethel and such bordering 
towns as are deemed to be in need.” 

As early as 1962 interest was express- 
ed by numerous townspeople in attrac- 
ting a doctor to the area. There were a 
number of efforts made and many disap- 
pointmients resulted. Therefore in March 
of 1978 the Bethel Health and Service 
Council was reorganized and its name 
changed to the Northern Oxford Health 
and Service Council to. incorporate a 
larger geographical area. The goal of 
establishing a community health center 
was accepted by the newly-elected board 
of trustees, 

After-a year of volunteer effort to find 
adequate space, recruit a physician and 
secure funds, the Health Center. doors 
opened on Jan. 2, 1979 with part-time 
coverage by a doctor, a nurse practi- 
tioner and a receptionist/bookkeeper. By 
the fall of 1979 the Center had full-time 
physician coverage along with sufficient 
staff to be open 48 hours a week aid to 
provide for 24-hour emergency care. 

Services that are provided now include 
acute or ongoing health care, such as 
diagnosis and treatment of illnesses com- 
mon lab tesfs, management of chronic 
health problems and minor orthopedic 
care. Preventive care is also available 
in the form of programs such as family 
planning, patient education, screening 
tests and physical examinations, The 
Center also has contracted services such 
as substance abuse and mental health 
counselling, podiatry and audiology 
available on designated days. 


HIGGINS TO ATTEND 
PRINCIPAL’S ACADEMY 

Carroll Higgins, assistant principal of 
Telstar Regional High School has been 
selected to attend the Maine Principal’s 
Academy at the University of Maine at 
Farmington this summer. The 
Academy’s program will focus on the 
leadership and management tasks of 
principals, providing exposure to and 
training in areas such as staff goal- 
setting, team decision-making, and 
school improvement strategies. Mr. Hig- 
gins will spend half his time intensively 
preparing in the program dévelopment 
realm. 

The Academy meets from July 9 
through July 17, Participants will return 
to their schools in the fall with a plan for 
improvement in some area of the 
school’s work, Three days in December 
cap off the Academy experience for the 
principals as they meet for further train- 
ing and to assess progress to date on their 
plans. Mr. Higgins joins 23 other prin- 
cipals from all parts of the state at this 
year’s Academy. 

The Academy, now in its sixth year, is 
one of the first atternpts nationwide to 
improve local Jeadership in the schools. 
Sifice 1979, 134 school principals have 
been involved in Academy activities, for- 
ming a tiucleus of school leaders sharing 
practices and meeting for new training. 
The Maine Principal's is Academy joint- 
ly sponsored and funded by the Maine 
Elementary Principal's Association, 
Maine Secondary Principal's Associa- 
tion, University of Maine, and Depart- 
ment of Educational and Cultural Ser- 
vices. Led by principals, it has attracted 
national attention from groups interested 
in promioting excellence among school 
leaders.

responsibility in caring for the town’s 
own roads. 

It also was pointed out by the select- 
men that Woodstock has received only 
about $100 per mile for the past.40. years 
for winter maintenance on Route 232, a 
great portion of which is extremely hil- 
ly, requiring raw salt at $35 per ton to 
render it safe for traffic during hazar- 
dous winter conditions. 

The Woodstock selectmen postponed 
the setting of a date for a special town 
meeting concerning the Greenwood: 
stump dump. The delay is occasioned 
becausé an interlocal agreement be- 
tween Greenwood and Woodstock gov- 
erning cooperative use of the stump 
dump has not.as yet been formulated. It 
will be necessary for Woodstock citizens 
to vote on such an agreement. Funds 
were raised for such use some time ago 
but an agreement has yet to be voted on, 
It is also hoped that a stump dump site 
can be secured within the fown of 
Woodstock, but as yet no landowner has 
come forward.

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‘ART AS A LIVING! IS 
RECIPIENT OF INNOVATIVE 
EDUCATIONAL GRANT 

“Art As a Living,”'a school-based pro- 
ject at Telstar Middle/Regional High 
School, has been announced as the reci- 
pient of an innovative educational grant 
from the state of Maine for’the 1985-86 
school year. Superintendent of Schools 
Dewaine Craig was notified of the award 
on June 10 by Education Commissioner 
Robert Boose, and received further word 
early last week that the project will be 
funded in the amount of $11,300 with the 
state share being $6,100 and the local in- 
kind match being $5,129. The innovative 
educational grants are the result of the 
1984 Education Reform Act and are 
designed to encourage creative 
responses to identified educational 
needs, “Art As a Living” was one of on- 
ly 44 projects selected in the recent cy- 
cle of funding out of 107 applications. 

The “Art As a Living” project will 
bring a series of local artisans and 
craftspeople into classes at Telstar dur- 
ing the 1985-86 school year to 
demonstrate the skills which contribute 
all or part of their livelihood. The pro- 
gram, designed by Telstar faculty 
members David Tripp and Tim 
Kavanagh, and Adult and Community 
Education Director Cathy Newell, will 
promote an awareness and an apprecia- 
tion of local talents on the part of 
students, foster closer school-community 
ties, and expand the scope of existing art 
and graphic arts classes, Visiting artists 
will be included throughout the year, and 
there will be a residency program dur- 
ing Career Week in April. The project 
will conclude in May with a major exhibit 
of the work of visiting artists and of 
students involved in the program. The 
grant will make possible the purchase of 
neéded supplies and equipment. 

The “Art As a Living” planning team 
was composed of Mr. Tripp, Mr. 
Kavanagh, and Mrs, Newell, with 
assistance from Telstar Principal Ted 
Davis, Superintendent Craig, Dr. Stanley 
Howe of the SAD #44 Board of Directors, 
and State Representative Jeff Mills, Mrs. 
Newell was the author of the grant 
application.

The dark nights of July sparkle with 
. the fireworks of brilliant stars like those 
‘of the Summer Triangle that contains 
‘Cygnus, Lyra and Aquilla, Added to 
those are the glowing rays of the Milky 
‘Way that cross almost directly overhead 
and the light of one planet, Saturn, Yes, 
Saturn is the only evening planet this 
nionth as the others exercise their 
“independence.” 
All planets move independently 
‘ through their obits at different speeds so 
: that they arrange themselves in different 
- alignments with our Earth, also moving, 
and the Sun, Among these various 
alignments, one of the most interesting 
is the arrangement that places the planet 
on the opposite side of the Earth from old 
Sol, an alignment called opposition. 
Consider the Moon as yet another 
planet in orbit around the Earth. When 
opposite from the Sun, it rises in the East 
-.as the Sun sets and the lunar face we see 
is fully lit. Hence, the name, Full Moon. 
This month, a rare circumstance pro- 
duces two full phases of the Moon. 
The period of time called “month” was 
named after the Moon because it con- 
tains one full cycle of the phases 
measured from New Moon to New Moon. 
Unfortunately, the solar calendar of 
seasons that we use to measure our year 
doesn’t contain an eyen. number of lunar 
cycles. We have had to add one extra day 
each “moonth” to keep in step with the 
seasons, so there are occasional months 
with two Full Moons, and equally rare 
months containing two New Moons. 
When actual planets orbiting farther 
from the Sun than our own planet are 
aligned on the opposite side of the Earth 
from the Sun, they too are fully lit and 
they are on the same side of their orbits 


which brings them as close to Earth as 
they can ever be. So, obserying them is 
easiest and they appear largest in a 
telescope during oppositions. Jupiter will 
be in opposition on Aug. 4 and well 
situated for telescopic observing. 

While in opposition, outer planets also 
perform an unusual function, reversing 
the direction that they usually “wander” 
and appearing to move backwards 
through the stars, This retrograde (East 
to West) movement is actually an optical 
illusion caused by watching a foreground 
planet against a very distant background 
starfield from a faster moving object, the 
Earth. 

Saturn began its annual retrograde 
motion on March 7 and, as you may see 
if you watch patiently, it will stop and 
begin its normal Eastward or direct mo- 
tion on July 26. Keep in mind that the far- 
ther planets move slower, so distant 
Saturn remains within a small area of 
the sky the whole time. Only careful 
observation and recording of the nearby 
stars will reveal the apparently confus- 
ing movements that beftddled the an- 
cient astronomers. 

Comet Halley is still invisible as it ap- 
proaches us, but it lies millions of miles 
distant in the Eastern sky at 4 a.m. this 
month, A view in that direction on the 
13th will show a waning crescent Moon, 
the Morning Star, Venus, and a Red 
Giant star in the constellation of Taurus 
the Bull.
